Record Walnut Crop 
Forecast by Growers 


Merchantable unshelled walnuts 


for 
the state of California will 


break all former records when the 
coming crop is harvested, according 
to estimates of .production furnished 
by more than 800 growers and given 
out by C. Thorpe, manager of the 
California Walnut Growers' associa- 
tion. The crop is estimated at 29,250 
tons for the state, as compared with 
21,405 tons last season, an increase 
of 37 per cent. The previous record 
crop, produced in 1919, totaled 28,- 
448 tons. 


The 800 growers who furnished es- 


timates are 'special crop reporters of 
the association, competing for $2500 
in prizes offered each year by the as- 
sociation, and as a result the esti- 
mates made this season will be very 
close to actual production figures. 
This season 's estimate is based on 
the assumption that average growing 
conditions will prevail throughout 
the remainder of the season. There 
is still danger of crop 'curtailment 
from the ravage of blight, although 
the average loss from blight and heat 
from July to harvest is' about 8 per 
cent, and this was the basis upon 
which crop reporters figured their 
estimates. 


COUNTY GAINS 


Los Angeles county in all proba- 


bility will lead all counties of the 
state this season in point of produc- 
tion, with Orange county a close sec- 
ond. The estimated crop production 
for the coming season for Los Ange- 
les county is 8277 tons, as compared 
with 5923 tons last season, an in- 
crease of 2354, or 40 per cent. 


Of the estimated total production 


in the state, the soft-shell variety 
will probably furnish 17,251 tons, as 
compared with 12,900 last season, an 
increase of 34 per cent. The budded 
vaiiety is estimated to furnish 7570 
tons of the total production, as com- 
pared with 5242 tons last season, an 
increase of 45 per cent. The budded 
variety is growing in importance, 
while the production of the Payne 
variety is estimated nt only 370 tons, 
an increase of 00 per cent over last 
season, when 107 tons were produced. 


TREES THRIFTY 


The trees in California appear to 


be moro healthy and vigorous at this 
time than at a corresponding period 
for several years. The size of the 
nuts is fully up to normal, and the 
harvest should bo a week or ten days 
earlier than it was lust season. 


Preliminary

producing sections of Europe indi- 
cate that most foreign sections will 
have normal crops. Generally speak- 
ing, the crop hazards between now 
and harvest arc much greater in Eu- 
ropean walnut-producing (countries 
than in California, so an estimate 
this early is of little value.

These will be realized, and sooner than we expect. 


A year ago the people of the county voted a vast sum 


for water supply and conservation. One huge reservoir is to 
be built in the San Gabriel canyon, back of Glendora. An- 
other smaller one is to be built in the Dalton canyon, right 
at our doors. -Roads must be built to these, and a vast 
amount of money must be spent in carrying out these pro- 
jects. Today the realization of these plans seems to be near. 
"Work of surveying a road over the hills to San Gabriel 
canyon is under way. Plans for the Dalton dam are under 
review and a decision will be known within thirty days. 
It makes no difference whether the plans of Engineer 
Keagan are approved entirely or whether State Engineer 
McClure demands changes, the work will proceed at once. 
The. same is true of th&Sau Gabriel dam. The people have 
asked for them, have voted money for them, and they will 
be built. 


These will involve the expenditure of millions of dollars 


and will when completed assure water to double the popu- 
lation of Los Angeles county. 


Great as are these plans, even greater are those looking 


toward the impounding of the great Colorado river. To 
bring a part of that river which drains five states to South- 
•ern California is a heroic problem—scarcely second to the 
building of the Panama canal. Still it is sure to come within 
another generation. And when it comes the San Gabriel 
valley will be right in the center of its course.* Already the 
reservoir sites at Puddingstone and San Gabriel, both in 
this district, are being approved as a part of the great sys- 
tem. And the sides of the Sierra Madre mountains which 
skirt the San Gabriel valley is discussed as the route of the 
giant aqueduct. This will mean great things for this valley 
and is certain to come. It may be many years because such 
great projects take years, for fulfillment. But they are cer- 
tain because the needs of a vast population demand them. 
—Gleudora Gleaner.

WWhat Two Cents Will Do 


Postmaster General Harry S. New, efficient head of "the 


biggest business in the world," the United States postal ser- 
vice, writes in the June number of the National Republic: 


"No mail service equals that of the United States in the 


speed with which letters are transported to groat distances. 
In no other country may citizens mail such large and 
heaA'y packages by parcels post. No other country is so 
honeycombed with rural free delivery routes or approaches 
the service furnished by the United States to its rural in- 
habitants either in the rich farming sections or in those 
more sparsely settled where delivering mail is clone, of a 
necessity at a loss. 


"For two cents the citizen of Miami, Florida, may send 


a letter by domestic mail to Point Barrow, Alaska, or to the 
Philippine islands. A still greater distance may be covered 
by international mail at the same cost. From Point Barrow, 
Alaska, a one-ounce letter may be sent to Terra del Fuego, 
at the southern-most point of South America. For that mat- 
ter the two-cent stamp will take a letter from the United 
States to any country in the western hemispheres with the 
exception of Chile, French and Dutch Guinea, Venezuela, 
and the islands of Martinique and Guadelupe. 


Two cents will carry an ounce 'letter to Great Britain 


and to far-off New Zealand in the South Seas, but a letter 
from either of these countries to this country requires a 
three-cent stamp. Spain may be reached foi* two cents, 
but the .reply postage will cost five cents. Any other coun- 
try in the world may be reached for five cents, although it 
was only sixty years ago when a letter to Australia cost 
$2.04. 


'"' An idea of the firm foundation upon which the American 


postal service is built may be visualized by the fact that it 
was the only one in the world the personnel of which was 
not demoralized by the world war. In other countries de- 
liveries were cut one-third and the service maintained 
only then on a skeleton basis by the drafting of women to 
carry the mails. 


The American railway mail service is the greatest in the 


world, principally, of. course, on account of the immense 
railway system of this country. Because of the great pre- 
ponderance of mail in this country more mechanical con- 
trivances and labor-saving devices are utilized in its dis- 
patch probably than in all of the other countries com- 
bined."

Aug- 
ust 3rd has been set for final consid- 
eration of the plan which would link 
these cities to the huge outfall sewer 
under construction by County Sani- 
tation Engineer A. K. Warren.

cadia, El Monte, Glendora, Azusa, 
and Covina are cities within the area, 
as well as Altadena, Temple, Bald- 
win Park, Rosemead and Wilmar.

cost so that the sewage problem of 
this district will be cared for over a 
period of at least twenty-five years.

QUAKE IMPRESSIONS 


Miss Maida Owen, a Covina girl, 


writes the following interesting let- 
ter to the Argus, descriptive of con- 
ditions as she saw them in Santa 
Barbara and the Golita valley after 
tlio recent earthquake: 


From a city of ruin and devasta- 


tion, caused by the earthquake on 
Monday morning, June 20, a city of 
a more truly California type is to be 
built. 


Although throughout the resideii- 


ti;il districts of Santa Barbara, chim- 
neys have fallen and homes have 
been moved from their foundations, 
anil throughout the business district 
buildings arc twisted and fallen, re- 
construction has already begun. 


Till' debris from the most devas- 


tated 
districts 
hns 
been cleared 


away, and in the business buildings 
which are safe enough to ent.er, fur- 
niture and goods are being removed 
for the reconstruction to continue 
and to make ready for the occupancy 
of the office rooms and of the stores 
again. 


There are some buildings which are 


so badly wrecked that they will 
have to be razed and rebuilt. The 
beautiful city library, the California 
and Arlington hotels, and the junior 
high school are the most important 
of these. Of the county buildings, 
the prison is the most badly wrecked 
mid will have to be rebuilt. The hall 
of record.* in shaken, but will be re- 
paired within a short time. The city 
officials have again taken up their 
duties in the city hall. 


Tho St. Vincent home and county 


farm, in the Oolcta valley, northwest 
of Hunta Barbara, will have to be 
repaired before all of the inmatos 


will again be able to return to their 
former rooms. 


Throughout the Golita valley many 


of the homes are damaged, two or 
three to the extent of having to be 
rebuilt. Both the home where Mr. 
II. E. Owen was raised and the one 
whore Mrs. Owen WHS' raised wore 
shifted, from their foundations about 
rwo inches, the plaster in the rooms 
was cracked, and the chimneys were 
shiiked down. 


One of the most interesting inci- 


dents told by any seeing the earth- 
quake approaching was told by Mr. 
George Edwards, president of the 
California bank of Santa Barbara. 
He was in the yard and as he looked 
towrd the mountains one end of the 
range seemed to raise in the air and 
in the next instant he was thrown 
to the ground. Looking up, he saw 
his house coming toward him, and 
the next moment his home was off 
its foundation about three feet. Up 
to this time Mr. Edwards had not 
realized what was happening. 


Due to the earthquake in many of 


the wells which have been dry for 
several years, water has risen and 
the water in all the wells has raised 
from eight to fifteen feet. In many 
of the canyons back of Santa Bar- 
bara, new springii have appeared and 
small streams are flowing down can- 
yons which have not had water in 
them for many months. 


Temporary miniature geysers were 


ween spouting out of the ground on 
several ranches in the Goleta valley.
